the true Religion eftabliſhed in this Kingdome , bur 


- alforo the fafery of the Kings Perſon, and ſecurity of

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And that ir-appeares by theſe Lawes,thatthe Jeſuires and 
Prieſts have come hither, not onely ro draw the Subjeds 
from their due obedience to the King,' but alſo roftir n 
Sedition,Rebellion,8: open Hoſtility within this Realm, 
to the great endangering of the ſafery ofthe Kings Royall 
Perſon.aad to the utter ruine, defolation, and overthrow 
of the whole Realm, if not timely prevented : Arid'that 
Jeſuites and Prieſts did daily withdraw many_'of the 
Kings Subjects from the true ſervice of Almighty God, 
and the Religion eſtabliſhed within this Realm, «o the 
Romiſh Religion, and from their obedience to the King, 
and had per{waded divers Recuſants and Papiſts, and en- 
couraged and emboldned them to commit moſt damna- 
ble Treaſons, tending to the overthrow of Gods owne 
Religion, deſtruction of the King and his Royall Iſſue, 
and rhe ſubverſion of the whole State, if God of his g00d” 
neſſe and Mercy had not then within few- houres befor 
the intended time of the execution thereof, revealed and 
diſcloſed the ſame : And that (conſidering the ſtate and 
condition of this preſent time, wherein they finde Jeſuites 
and Prieſts in ſo great abundance, and to appeare here 
with fuch boldneſſe and confidence, as if there were no 
Lawes made againſt them) they do thinke the ſaid Lawes 


now more neceſſary to be pur, in ſtri&t execution, then at 
any time before.
